About the darkest place this sidi 
of "Darkest Africa" is the neighbor 
hood of the O. V. passenger depot 
when the moon is not shiniDg. Just 
why the Council has permitted this 
state of affairs for so long is hard to 
understand. The nearest light of 
any kind is the electric light at Ninth 
and Main, but the glare from that 
distance only serves to intensify the 
pitch darkness beyond. There used 
to be be an oil lamp at the end of the 
platform, but even that has fallen 
into innocuous desuetude, and noth- 
ing but blackness that can be sliced 
with a knife remains on the platform 
side of the depot. Even the hack- 
have to carry lanterns when they 
go to meet trains. But for the fact 
that the trains carry their 
lights, there would be imminent and 
constant danger of running 
somebody every night. This state of 
affairs ought to be remedied. If it is 
the fault of the city let the Council 
drop an electric light where it will do 
the most good. If it is the fault of 
the railroad, let the officials be forced 
to do their duty. Strangers coming 
into the city have to grope their way 
in the absence of light, and in more 
than one instance people have turn 
bled off the edges of the platform 
and landed on the rough stones 
three feet below. Maybe after some- 
body breaks a leg or a neck it will 
occur to the railroad people that a 
little better accommodations are re 
quired here than at Gracey and 
Woodville. This happens to be the 
terminal point of the system and not 
a small way station. It is getting 
too cold for lightning bugs and some- 
thing ought to be done. 

Did you ever stop to think how 
much Hopkinsville is benefitted by 
her educational institutions in a com- 
mercial way. It is, of course, under- 
;ood that the public schools are con- 
;antly bringing people to town to 
lucate their children, but the col- 
leges are doing a work not to be over- 
looked from a business standpoint. 
There are now about 125 young men 
and young ladies from other places 
attending the two colleges and Major 
Ferrell's High School. Putting the 
school expenses of these pupils at 
$200 each, they bring to the city $25,- 
000 a year that finds its way into the 
channels of trade. But this is not 
all. These young people buy their 
clothing and other supplies here, and 
it is safe to estimate that they spend 
many thousands of dollars in the 
course of a year. The teachers, as a 
rule, ere from a distance, and they 
also contribute to the prosperity. 
Our schools are all good oues, and 
business men should never lose a 
chance to give them every encourage- 
ment. Thoy are helping to make 
Hopkinsville a prosperous city. 

There are indications that the 
young men of Hopkinsville will 
present a pretty clean docket when 
the Leap Year court convenes iu 
about ten weeks from the present 
time.

THE FAMOUS ALERT. 



Sold for the Metal In Her. 

Beached upon the Beauport shoals, 
near Quebec, lies the old steamship 
Alert, which in 1879-76 was moored 
nearer to the north pole than any other 
vessel has ever been, says the New 
York Sun. 

She was the flagship of the Nares 
Arctic expedition and lay all winter at 
Floberg beach, 83 degrees 14 minutes 
north latitude. In 1888 she was pre- 
sented by the British government to 
our government to take part in the 
Oreely relief expedition, and after that 
successful enterprise she was returned 
with thanks to the British. 

In 1885 she was loaned to the Cana- 
dian government to investigate the 
navigablility of Hudson straits, and to 
bring back the party of explorers left 
upon its banks in 1884 by the Neptune. 

On this trip the Alert was commanded 
by Capt. Gordon, and for three weeks 
was jammed In a field of ice. It was 
her last northern voyage. 

The Imperial authorities presented 
her to the Canadian government, and 
the latter, finding her at last to be un- 
seaworthy, after employing her for 
some time in the buoy and lighthouse 
service, sold her at auction several days 
ago. 

She was boujrht for M,000 by a ship- 
builder of St. John for the sake of her 
old metal and other material. 



Peculiarity of the Mocking Bird. 

The most remarkable thing about a 
mocking bird is its way of laying out a 
range. In the autumq it goes south 
and establishes itself on a piece of 
ground that will yield berries and other 
food enough to last until the following 
spring. The tract is determined re- 
specting boundaries with as much ac- 
curacy as a mining prospector would 
use in staking out a claim. Perhaps it 
may be only fifty yards square, and it 
may have a length and breadth of as 
much as one hundred yards. The spa»:e 
depends mainly upon the food supply 
in sight, but the mocking bird is a 
great glutton and wants ten times the 
quantity that would be necessary to 
keep him alive. Having laid ou' t! 
range, the owner will defend it 
his life, and no other fruit-eating bird 
is allowed to enter it.

times. Almost all the diversions of the 
ancient Romans were cruel. The Span- 
ish races, even of the present day, de- 
light in cock fighting and bullfights, 
and on those lines they wage war. The 
ancient Briton, who was a fighter of 
fighters, survives, so to speak, In box- 
ing matches. The Germans, on the 
other hand, have no amusements that 
involve suffering to man or beast—but 
I am drifting away from the subject on 
which I desire to write. 

The public must be amused. With 
the wealthy, finding agreeable meth- 
ods to kill time has become a serious 
business. New fads are Invented and 
ancient sports are revived. The hum- 
bler classes crave amusement also. 
With people who spend most of their 
time in holding the wolf off by the 
ears, recreation is indispensable. Tbey 
cannot go to Europe on their pleasure 
yachts and spend the summer doing 
the tdtotinent&l cities and climbing 
the AQw, as that involves the expendi- 
ture of more money and time than are 
usually at the disposal of those who 
toil for a Irving. They can, however, 
afford to lose a quarter of a dollar and 
a few hours' time every week, and to 
give them an opportunity to do so 
"the continuous performance" was In- 
vented It U a success, and it has 
come tokjfay. 

Therefore several theaters in New 



-k that are given up entirely to the 
continuous performance, and they are 
crowded day and night. There are no 
reserved seats, and the audience is 
coming and going all the time, while 
the ability of the artists is not always 
of the highest order. Taken as a whole, 
the performance is satisfactory. Vocal 
and instrumental music, acrobatic 
feats, dancing, recitations and juggling 
follow each other in quick succession, 
the best features being saved for the 
end of the entertainment.

elamatlon "seel" )s very numerous. 
Finally she sings "On the Bowery," of 
course, and with a final '•SeeP' goes off 
to reappear as a skirt dsneer, having 
discarded her shabby make-up. Once 
more she disappears, and, In response 
to an encore whiohwas not heard by 
anybody but herself, again capers on 
the stage.

The next attraction is a supposititious 
colored lecturer, so to speak. There is 
quite an army of negro delineators in 
New York, and two or three are real 
artists. This one was not of them. 
There was nothing but burnt cork— 
and not enough of that, on his hands— 
to indicate that he was representing a 
negro at all. He did not even use the 
negro dialect in his tedious rigmarole. 
It was a relief to see him no longer on 
the stage. 

He was followed by Mr. Raymond 
More, who is not only a ballad singer of 
note— no pun intended— but also com- 
poses his own songs. He is responsible 
for '8weet Marie," which he sang and 
delighted the audience. For an encore 
he gave "Dear Louise," something in 
the same line. It was a musical treat, 
and in some measure compensated for 
the suffering undergone in the effort to 
feel amused over his predecessors. 
Although parodied and burlesqued 
scores of times, this song, like perspira- 
tion in the theaters Sunday nights, has 
a great run. 

Then followed a couple of contortion- 
ists, who performed feats that were 
almost incomprehensible, taking it for 
granted that they actually had bones 
in their bodies. As somebody behind 
me remarked: "How easy it must be 
for them to trim their corns." 

The contortionists were succeeded by 
two brothers, so it was stated on the 
programme, but they were probably 
brothers with different fathers and 
mothers.

Her Unhappy Life Is Rapidly 
Drawing to a Close, 



Conrt Ooulp Hm I* That Her Death Will 
Be the Signal tat a Law.nit In Which 
Royalty Will Ho the Con- 
tMili.it PartlM. 

On the 15th of September all Mex- 
icans celebrated the anniversary of 
their national declaration of independ- 
ence (enacted 1810), while in the lonely 
castle of Bonchoute, near Brussels, the 
life of one who paid for the dream of a 
Latin empire by the loss of a husband 
and of her reason was slowly ebbing 
away. 

Ex- Empress Chariot ta is dying, and 
even her bitterest enemies — if the 
royal lunatic has not outlived the last 
of those who suffered by Maximilian's 
infamous black decree— will scarce be- 
grudge the poor woman this final 
crumb of comfort; no one except the 
king of the Belgians. 

And this statement the St. Louis 
Globe- Democrat explains as follows: 

Leopold II. is the eldest brother of 
the ex-empress, and as the head of 
the family appointed himself adminis- 
trator of the enormous fortune left by 
her father, the first of his name and 
dynasty. Leopold the elder entered 
the newly-created kingdom in 1831 as a 
penniless Caburg prince, and died 
thirty-four years later two hundred 
times a millionaire, leaving his riches 
to his two sons, Leopold II. and the 
count of Flanders, and his daughter, 
Princess Carlotta, who at the time had 
just fastened the imperial diadem of 
Mexico on her bow. 

The empress was declared insane by 
the organs of the Vatican, October 4, 
1868. On June 19, 1807, the Latin em- 
pire on the American continent ended 
with the execution of Maximilian. The 
marriage of this singularly unfortunate 
couple had not been blessed with chil- 
dren; there was nothing and nobody to 
interfere with the continuance of Leo- 
pold's administration of the 50,000,000 
francs estate left to the empress, which 
at arst he had assumed only tempora- 
rily. 

These 50,000,000 francs have now been 
for thirty long years in Leopold's hands 
—that is, in the keeping of a person 
who, by reason of his high station, is 




above the law, who therefore cannot 
do wrong In the sense criminal, but is 
nevertheless amenable to the civil 
courts, as was proved some little time 
ago when his majesty had indulged in 
a shabby real estate speculation "to 
round off one of his estates," and was 
forced to disgorge the land unjustly 
taken from a poor man for a song by 
way of royal expropriation. It is whis- 
pered In Brussels court circles that 
these legal measures were instigated by 
members of the Austrian imperial fam- 
ily, notably Archduke Carl Ludwig, 
who, like Emperor Francis Joseph, was 
a brother of the late unhappy Maximil- 
ian. It was the Intention to make a 
test easo of King Leopold's standing 
before the civil courts. That being es- 
tablished— in his majesty* di&.Vv»i — 
tho Austrlans are now but waiting for 
Carlotta's demise to ask for an account- 
ing and incidentally for their share of 
the inheritance.

The 
birds are themselves entirely de- 
fenseless, and, their nests boing 
easily located on account of size and 
the noise made by the wrens, they 
have in some localities been entirely 
wiped out by egg-collectors. The

Rev. J. <>, Rait Umcaufxt TtiU Subject In 

Eev. J. O. Rust, paetor of the 
Edgefield Baptist Church preached 
last night on the subjeot of the Cuban 
Revolution. Ha took his text on the 
story of the Good Samaritan as told 
in Luke x.: 10-36. 

The speaker first gave a descrip- 
tion of the island, its topography, and 
beauty and of its natural conditions, 
its resources, its climate and other 
gifts of divine donation, and said 
with all this abundance of richness 
and located as it is in the heart of 
this advancing western civilization 
Cuba should be in a most prosperous 
condition. He said this was not true, 
however, as in fact the island was 
bankrupt and poor, beaten and pil- 
laged by her oppressor. He spoke of 
the lack of progress and the unde- 
velopment of the country, which was 
apparent on every hand. He spoke 
of how the ilsand had been oppressed 
by Spain and said it was no wonder 
the women were Bad, the men gloomy 
and the children morose. He said 
Spain, the oppressor of Cuba, was 
always the friend of royalty and 
ecclesiasticism. Spain has a popu- 
lation of 18,000,000 and 10,000,000 
of them can neither read nor write. 
Roman Catholicism is the state re- 
ligion, and Protestants are permitted 
to worship only in private. He said 
no wonder such a nation has lost all 
her American possessions save Cuba 
and Porto Rico. Mr. Rust favored 
recognizing by Congress the Cubans 
as belligerents at its next session 
He declared all the conditions existed 
for such a declaration according to 
the rules of international law. He 
then explained those rulings in de- 
tail.— Nashville Banner.

| of Bewildering Complications— The 
I Children Recognise the Mother 
and Abjure Their Pa. 



j How surprised many n 
{Che civilized nations would be If told 
jth»t far from being in advance of all 
per sisters in the world she is lament- 
ably behind in many vital points. 
I There exists in a far-off, out-of-the- 
f»»»y place on this globe a community 
{where women have supreme, unques- 
|tkmed and imperious sway over man. 
A celebrated Russian traveler, Count 
jNieolas Notovitch, tells of somo strange 
things from the land of the Ladakhs. 
These people inhabit territory covering 
an area of 80,000 square miles known as 
Middle Thibet, and the count estimates 
the population at 140,000 souk. Meta- 
phorically speaking, they can be classed 
among the most elevated tribes in the 
world, their homes being on an average 
iP.OOO f ee t above the level of the sea. 

The woman of the Ladnkh tribe, says 
Mr. Notovitch, are far in advance, both 
in physicial graces as well as intelli- 
gence, of their semi-civilized sisters of 
other tribes and nations. While as a 
rule they are below medium height, 
their figures are of exquisite symmetry 
and grace. The rareness of the moun- 
tain air pives them an exceedingly clear 
complexion, of which they are very 
proud. They have eloquent mouths, 
with excellent teeth, and their faces 
are continually wreathed with smiles. 
Their disposition matches this make-up, 
being sunny and amiable. They are 
extremely neat and fond of prinking. 
Though on account of the altitude the 
Climate is very rigorous, they spend a 
great deal of the time bathing. In 
their costumes they show a charming 
Inclination for the picturesquely bizn rrc, 



and many hued fabrics with handsome 
though somber colored furs in the most 
bewildering fashion. They know how 
to show off and heighten their personal 
charms to the best -idvantape. and are 
inordinately proud oi their dazzling 
white necks. 

One would think that with such an 
mplc the men would bo the personi- 
i of gallantry and rich in phys- 



quilt. If one meets a Liadakn wearing 
a shirt he may be at once set down as 
an ultra swell, as this useful garment is 
totally unknown save among the very 
rich. The care bestowed. on their per- 
sons may better be imagined than de- 
scribed, as Notovitch says they nevei 
wash except by compulsion. There is a 
severe law subjecting a man to heavy 
fines if ho does not wash himself at 
least once a year! 

The men in this place are totally sub- 
servient to the rule of the gentler sex. 
The women dictate the laws which jrov- 
ern the community through the priests, 
who, almost without an exception, are 
appointed by themselves. They decide 
any questions that arise from disputes 
regarding taxes or other tributary 
measures enforced by law. All this 
self-assertiveness on the part of w 
ankind among the Ladakhs reaches Its 
calminative point in polyandry (plu- 
rality of husbands), which is practiced 
to the fullest extent among these peo- 
ple. The men have little or no voice in 
the matter of courtship. The young 
woman makes inquiries about the 
standing of the family of which her 
prospective husband is a member. If 
satisfactory she signifies to the mother 
of her choice that she wishes him for a 
"jing-tuk" (lover), consent is always 
readily obtained and the marriage feast 
prepared. The man is in duty bound to 
provide to the best of his ability for the 
family support. A wife has the un- 
questioned prerogative to take unto 
herself as many husbands as she 
pleases. 

Jealousy is something totally un- 
known among these curious people, 
and love in its general acceptance is to 
them incomprehensible. The husbands, 
far from resenting an addition to their

The composer of "Kathleen Mavour- 
neen" is at present at Portland, Me., 
where he goes every year to visit his 
old friends. 

The composer's name is B\ Nichols 
Crouch, and he was bore in Devonshire, 
in the west of England, in July, 1808. 
Bis hair is as white as the driven snow, 
but his frame is still erect and he is as 
young as ever and his soul as full of 
music. Music is his life and love, and, 
old as he la, he is continually writing 
and composing, and the writer listened 
for some time to sweet melodies and 
good harmony which he had Just made. 

He is a man who loves sociability, 
and makes thoroughly enjoyable every 
hour you are with him listening to his 
fund of anecdote and reminiscence. 

Prof. Crouch has had an eventful life. 
The story of the writing of "Kathleen" 
is this: In 1837, when Crouch was 
nineteen years old, he noticed one day 
In a British magazine the little poem of 
"Kathleen Mavourneen," and was 
struck with the rhythmic beauty of the 
lines and the tender pathos of the 
theme. They kept running in his 
head, and one day, while riding about 
the grounds of the duke of Bedford's 
castle at Engley, he evolved the melody 
of "Kathleen," that was destined to 
be sung by countless generations and 
almost every tongue. 

When he returned to his lodgings ho 
completed the song. It was first sung 
by himself at a little concert In Ply- 
mouth, and after the concert he pre- 
sented the score and copyright to Mrs.

The music house of Boon failed, and 
their effects passed to the large house 
of D'Almaine & Co., of London, and 
they published the song.

TREE-CLIMBING RABBITS. 



It seems almost a stretch of the Im- 
agination to think of rabbits climbing 
trees.

In Iceland almost all the horses are 
fish eaters, for the reason that grain is 
scarce there and fish is plentiful. 

In England sheep are known who de- 
light in snails. The observation of this 
fact 1b not new; it dates back one hun- 
dred and fifty years. 

It is well known that a large number 
of Insectivorous birds become grain 
eaters whenever they find that they 
cannot procure their ordinary diet of 
insects.

KILLED A P ANTHER. 

A Three-Hundred-Pound Animal Shot 
in Pennsylvania. 
Charles H. Watson, a younff tel- 
egrapher at Clarence, near Belle- 
fonte. Pa., on the Beech Creek rail- 
way, one of the wildest spots in the 
Alleffhenles, went squirrel hunting 
recently. Going into a thicket a 
mile back from the station, he saw 
the biggest panther he ever heard 
of preparing to spring on Watson's 
dog, when the young hunter came 
in view. He had seen bears and 
other wild animals, but this was his 
first Introduction to a "pointer." 
He did not lose his nerve, and while 
keeping bis eye on the animal 
changed the charge in his gun, 
Withdrawing the cartridge he had 
ready for squirrels, he put in a charge 
of buckshot. The panther was eye- 
ing him and waiting for> a chance to 
spring. As he raised his gun and 
fired the beast jumped. One of the 
shot entered the animal's right eye, 
and penetrated the brain. Watson 
had to get assistance to remove the 
carcass. It measured thirteen feet 
from tip to tip, and weighed nearly 
three hundred pounds. It was the 
first and only panther killed here In 
twenty years. Farmers near the 
mountains have been losing stock 
for three years. It is supposed that 
the panther was the cause of it.— 
Globe- Democrat,

GEN. WILLIAM MAHONE. 



He Was One of the Unique Char- 
acters of Els Time. 



His Famous Encounter with Senator HIU, 
the Great Leader of Southern 
i — A Scene Wlth- 
Frecedent. 



There died, on October 8, one of the 
most picturesque characters, if not one 
of the most remarkable men, -of the 
time. Gen. William Mahone has 
never been a popular man in the 
sense in which the word is general- 
ly used, but he has had a fair share of 
that admiration that always goes out 
to courageous, aggressive and impul- 
sive men. Gen. Mahone, says the Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean, won his first reputa- 
tion as a trusted lieutenant of Gen. Lee. 
He was a dashing but self-contained 
army officer ,and was devotedly attached 
to the cause of his state and to his com- 
mander. 

His first appearance in the field of 
national politics was after the quarrel 
In the democratic party In Virginia in 
1880 as to the readjustment of the debt. 
Mr. Mahone was elected United States 
senator and took his seat in March, 
1881. At that time the organization of 
the senate hung In the balance. The 
republicans were sure of members 
enough to organize the senate, but elec- 
tions had not been held, and their policy 
was to delay the organization until the 
new senators were in their seats. The 
policy of the democrats was to force 
immediate organization, o There were 
rumors and something more as to the 
position Mr. Mahone would ultimately 
take. It was stated that in the organi- 
zation he would not act with the demo- 
crats, and it was certain that he did 
not attend the democratic caucus. The 
policy of the democratic leaders was to 
smoke him out and make him declare 
his purpose. 

Senator Hill, of Georgia, then in his 
prime, as representative of the extreme 
southernism of the democratic party, 
undertook the task of driving Mr. Ma- 
hone from his position between the two 
parties into the democratic ranks. On 
the 14th of March, 1881, in a speech 
rasping and exasperating In innuendo 
and offensive Insinuations, all directed 
at Mahone, Senator Hill precipitated 
one of the most extraordinary scenes

ever witnessed in the United States sen- 
ate. It was against the traditions of 
the senate for a new member to speak. 
Mr. Hill seemed to regard this tradition 
as a rule that would prevent Mr. Ma- 
hone from resenting his extremely of- 
fensive speech. The senate generally 
seemed to take the same view of the 
situation, but, very much to the sur- 
prise of all, as soon as Senator Hill had 
taken his seat Senator Mahone slipped 
quietly to the front of clerk's desk and 
proceeded to reply to Mr. HIU. For a 
minute he spoke quietly and in a self- 
contained way, then, springing forward 
half across the space between himself 
and the Georgia senator, he addressed 
Hill personally with great vehemence 
of manner, taunting him with playing 
the part of a custodian of the demo- 
cratic party. He announced that he 
was the custodian of his own democ- 
racy and as proud of his record and as 
responsible for his words as Mr. Hill. 

The scene was without precedent in 
the senate. The nearest approach to 
it was the celebrated encounter be- 
tween Zach Chandler and Jefferson 
Davis. The Mahone episode was unlike 
any other C3se. The senator from Vir- 
ginia made no pretense of senatorial 
dignity or reserve, but spoke in a vehe- 
ment and impassioned manner. At the 
close ol his speech the republican sen- 
ators gathered about him and congrat- 
ulated him, and later in the debate, 
when Senator Hill attempted to reply, 
Mahone again broke over the senator- 
ial rule by asking Hill directly certain 
pointed questions. The extraordinary 
scene ended in Mahone's voting with 
the republicans, and it was conceded 
that Mr. Hill's tactics had been a mis 
take, as they drove Mahone at once 
into an open espousal of the repub- 
lican cause. 

After that there were many encoun- 
ters, and the star of Hill declined, 
■while that of Mahone went up. The 
latter '.vent, into the political arena 
w ith the spring of a lion and he kept 
up the Bght, not only with the demo- 
cratic party, but with the faction of 
the republican party opposed to him, 
with a sort of feline ferocity. It is 
useless to analyze such a character. 
Mr. Mahone from the first was confus- 
edly eccentric. lie was fastidiously
